tablished at the town of Glencoe, and the name of the place now %o known
and designated is hereby conflrmed and established as * Glencoe,” and the
County Commissioners first elected in said county of McLeod, may locate
a block in said town of Glancos, whereon to crect the covnty baildings,
with the consent of the owner or owners thereof.

Sec. 4. For election purposea the said county is hereby sttached to mection
the Eleventh Council District to vote for one Conncillor in said district, and Perposss:
to vote for two Representatives, in conjunctien with the county of Carver,
and the southern Hepresentative District of Henuepin couuty.

Skc. 5. For Judicial purposes the said eounty is hereby declared to be duly Judietat
organized and sttached to the Third Judicial District, nnd the terms of the P87
- Court shall be held the first Mondey in August and the first Monday in

February of each year. :
